295 kilometres of rural lines ; to-day it has 
1.620. Its lines a 113 villages in 1919; 
they now supply In 1919 there were 833 
electric motors on the rural lines; 
now 4,423. 

The increased use of electric light in the 
villages and hamlets is shown by the fact that 
in 1919 65,000 lamps had been installed, but 
now there are 202,000. 

Rural electrification in France is, then, no 
untried experiment, but a thing of steady and 
bus development. Not only is it 

oped that it will be the means of saving 
French: agriculture; it is already providing 
much work for manufacturers of materials. 

ELECTRICAL MILKING. 

The Rural Electrification Exhibition occupies 
most of the Fair buildings, and covers nearly 
six acres. Here can seen electricallv- 
operated machines doing work which ordinarily 
falls to the lot of the farmer or his wife. 

Electricity is milking the cows, doing for 
an expenditure of one franc what would 
require eight men’s labour for an hour. 

Electricity skims the milk without human 
work. Likewise butter is made and worked, 
some 250Ib. being produced at a cost of one 
franc for electric current.

THE EXERCISE OF REASONABLE 


CARE. 


An action brought in the Belfast Recorder’s 
Court yesterday by Robert John Rooney, Mill 
street, Enniskillen, for £40 damages, against 
William M‘Kinney, Alexandra Park, Belfast, 
for mjuries received in July last, was dis- 
missed on the merits by the order: 

The plaintiff suffers from deafness, and his 
case was that while returning from Irvines- | 
town at night he was overtaken by the defen- 
dant’s motor car and was struck by i 
that projected over the back of it and injure 

The defendant’s case was that the plaintiff, 
as he was being overtaken, walked into the 
front of the car, and was thus injured. The 
plaintiff walked home, accompanied by two 
of defendant’s workmen, who were travelling 
on the car. 

Judge Thompson said that a pedestrian 
had a right to walk on the rog@dway, but he 
must, of course, exercise reasonable care in 
doing so. It would be easy for him to see 
any danger meeting him, and in the normal 
course a man could overhear anything coming 
up from behind. The plaintiff, unfortunately, 
suffered from defective hearing, and he ought 
to have exercised reasonable care when walk- 
ing along the road. The evidence showed 
clearly that defendant kept an even and 
straight course. 
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
